openly.” In essence, however, 
this m eans that parents are 
sanctioning smoking. 
Far too often this attitude is 
an excuse for the inability of 
parents to exercise their own 
mature judgm ent. By firm ly 
stating, ’’You do not have our 
perm ission 
to smoke in our 
presence or behind our backs,” 
a rule is firm ly set down. 
It is also of psychological 
im portance to understand that 
children, adolescents and even 
young 
adults 
thrive 
on 
the 
secure 
knowledge that 
their 
parents " ca re” enough to set 
down rules and limitations. 


There 
is 
no 
denying 
that 
tobacco 
is

hazard. It is difficult for young 
people who are in perfect health

cqm m anders have analyzed the 
possibility of a coup due to the 
worst econom ic and political 
crisis in Argentina’s history. 
Analyzing the courses of action 
in an em ergency is considered 
norm al by the military leaders, 
and one of the alternatives is 
“taking on more responsibility 
than held at present.” 
Still, one hears again and 
again that the military has no 
desire for power

Last week. Ricardo Balbin,

The 
com m ander-in-chief 
of 
the arm y, Gen. Jorge Videla, 
who is not a Peronist sym pa­ 
thizer, m aintains his philosophy 
that it is civilian s — politicians, 
labor leaders and businessm en 
— not the arm ed forces, who 
should save Argentina from its 
present plight. 
If the crisis continues and if 
the security of the nation were 
in jeopardy, in the view of the 
m ilitary, then they could act to 
fill the vacuum of power to

Indiana has recently passed a P esticid e Use and Application 
Law What does it m ean to the people of Rush County? 
First of all, what will it m ean to those who use the pesticides. 
The law says there are two kinds of applicators - private and 
com m ercial P riv a te applicators are those who use the pesticide 
in the production of agricultural goods on land either owned or 
rented by them . Com m ercial applicators are those who apply 
pesticides for hire for som eone else 
Private applicators in most c a se s will be the farm er The law 
states that a private applicator m ust be “certified ” by O ctober, 
1977, in order to buy and apply “ restricted u se’ pesticides. Also 
included in this category will be hom eow ners, hom e gardeners, 
etc., who want to apply these restricted use pesticides on their 
own garden, lawn or home. H ow ever, in the case of the private 
applicator, the certification requirem ent applies only to the use 
and application of “ restricted u se ” pesticides. 
What then is a “ restricted u se” pesticide? These will be the 
pesticides that are determ ined to be sufficiently dangerous to 
the environm ent and man that there u se will be restricted to 
applicators who have dem onstrated a know ledge concerning the 
use of the m ore dangerous p esticid es. Som etim es before Oc­ 
tober, 1977, the EPA will have d eterm in ed what pesticid es are 
classified “ restricted u se” and which are “general u se.” 
Private applicators can buy and apply general use p esticid es as 
they do all p esticid es now Only the restricted use p esticid es will 
be affected 
However, 
the 
com m ercial 
ap p licator—one 
who 
applies 
pesticides for h ire—m ust be certified by October, 1976 A lso, the 
com m erical applicator m ust 
be certified to apply either 
“restricted u se ” or “general u se ” pesticides. 
How do you becom e certified 0 For the private applicator, the 
Extension S ervice in each of the counties will be holding cer­ 
tification training m eetings beginning now and continuing 
through the fall of 1977. You should watch for d ates to be an ­ 
nounced of training m eetings. 
C om m ercial applicators will be trained at Purdue U niversity 
If you are a com m ercial applicator and have not received any 
information from Purdue concerning training m eetin gs, then 
you should contact us here in the E xten sion Office. 
This has been a very short su m m ary of how the new P esticid e 
Use and A pplication Law will affect us in Rush County. P lease

violence and vandalism will 
continue and grow. 
“ H ardw are

Whites-Only Party Brings Bitterness 
Charges Of Racism Cause Split

MIDDLETOWN, Conn. (UPI) 
— Charges of racism in the 
Elks 
Club 
have 
split 
the 
Democratic party in one of the 
nation’s oldest towns. 
A decision by the Democratic 
Town Committee to hold a 
victory party at the Middletown 
Elks Club despite charges the 
club restricted 
blacks 
from 
membership 
nationally 
has 
created bitterness. 
Black leaders in Middletown, 
incorporated 
in 
1651, 
say 
Democrats, 
traditionally 
the 
favorite of black voters, are 
insensitive. Committee mem­ 
bers say the issue has been 
blown out of proportion. 
“The state leadership may 
want to take a look at the 
situation there,” says commit­ 
tee member Vincent Loffredo. 
“ If they let the thing goes on as 
a statem ent of how the party 
feels 
without 
attempting 
to 
resolve it, it leaves the party in 
a poor situation.” 
The Elks repealed a national 
prohibition against blacks in 
1973, although the local chapter 
voted against the change. 
But blacks say the Middle­ 
town chapter continues to be 
restrictive and has a whites- 
only policy. 
The 
Elks 
have 
withheld 
comment. Privately members 
are upset their organization, 
which 
annually 
raises thou­ 
sands of dollars for charity, is 
getting a black eye. 
The state party rules raise 
the question of whether this 
party gath erin g would be a 
violation. 
“Meetings must be held in 


places accessible to all party 
m em bers,” the rules say, in 
part. 


Democratic state Chairman 
William O’Neill said he didn't 
think the reference to meetings 
in the rules applied to social 
functions. He said the state 
party 
had

authority 
to 
intervene. 


Loffredo says holding 
the 
party, to celebrate election of 
the first Democratic mayor in 


six years, in a hall ordinarily 
not open to blacks is the height 
of insensitivity. 


“ By celebrating in a place 
where everyone can’t celebrate 
is no celebration. They (the 
party 
officials) 
should 
be 
reminded they have a responsi­ 
bility to others than them sel­ 
ves,” said Board of Education 
mem ber Barbara Davidson, a 
black. 


“The issue is whether the 


Democratic party is going to

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Spider Webs, Herbal Tea 
Folk Cures Not At Silly As Seem 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
— Some 
Mexican-Americans 
treat a child’s fever by rubbing 
egg on the victim ’s head and 
feeding him herbal tea. Some 
rural blacks use spider webs to 
control bleeding. A few rural 
Southerners treat goiter with 
salt and fish. 
Dr. Maria Luisa Urdaneta, a 
researcher at the University of 
T exas at San A ntonio, says 
these and other home remedies 
might not be as silly as they 
seem. 
“ It is a m atter of fact that 
many home rem edies are just 
as effective at cu rin g some 
illnesses as prescription medici­ 
nes,” she said. 
“Our middle class population 
has gotten used to modern, 
scientific medical 
treatment, 
but ethomedicine — folk medi 
cine practices among the poor 
and ethnic minorities — is very 
much alive and utilized.” 
Dr. Urdaneta, an assistant 
professor of social 
sciences 
with 
a 
Ph.D. 
in 
medical 


anthropology, said that in her 
studies she has found 80 to 90 
per cent of those who become 
ill recover “whether they go to 
see their doctor or to see their 
grandm other.” 
She said folk medicine is still 
practiced 
because 
in 
many 
areas there are no health care 
practicioners available. 
“Despite the superstition that 
often accompanies the applica­ 
tion, th ere’s a lot of relevance 
to folk medicine,” she said. 
“For example, a superstitious 
practice among some Mexican- 
Americans when a child has a 
high fever is to rub the contents 
of an egg over the top of the 
head and to give large amounts 
of herbal tea. 
“We know the egg has no 
value in reducing temperatures, 
but 
the 
tea 
helps 
combat 
dehydration. The most im por­ 
tant thing is that the child is 
getting fluids that he needs, 
and the egg does no harm .” 
She 
said 
that 
in 
some 
Southern areas goiter has been 


treated 
traditionally by 
en­ 
couraging the victim to eat 
large quantities of fish or salt. 
“Both iodized salt and the 
fish, if it was raised in water 
with a high iodine content, are 
beneficial,” the professor said. 
“Iodine medications are used 
by 
physicians 
in 
treating 
hyperthyroidism.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
television medium should be 
getting a message these days — 
it must be doing som ething 
wrong.

In the 
top spot is ABC’s new “Laverne 
and Shirley,” a spin-off from 
“Happy Days,” which could be 
a comparatively mundane suc­ 
cess story. ABC had tested the 
concept on “Happy Days” and 
found it well received.

Days,” a popular show but 
never this big a winner until 
“Laverne” renewed audience 
interest. 
Next comes

Family,” which had been on 
top most of the season, followed 
by “Rich Man, Poor Man,” the 
nine-part, 12-hour miniseries 
that could be the harbinger for 
a whole new dram atic form, 
which television certainly could 
use.

NBC’s 
“The Cop and the Kid” and 
“Grady” also are right in there 
at the bottom. 


ABC, which came out on top 
for the fifth week in a row, still 
is unable to shake its Saturday 
night jinx. The Winter Olym­

William Bryant in Washington 
made up his mind Monday, a 
day earlier than expected, to 
allow continued attem pts at 
reducing the number of black­ 
birds plaguing areas Kentucky 
and Tennessee where they roost 
each winter. 
Bryant denied an appeal by 
environmentalists and wildlife 
groups on their attem pts to halt 
use of Tergitol, a chemical 
detergent, in killing the millions 
of blackbirds, which residents 
claim spread disease and ruin 
livestock feed with their drop­ 
pings, among other nuisances.

continued bird killing with use 
of Tergitol this year. But the 


current legal maneuvers will 
help state and local officials in 
Kentucky and Tennessee get a 
jump on reducing the blackbird 
population early next winter.

Audubon 
Society 
President Elvis J. Stahr, a 
native of Kentucky and former 


dean of the law school at the 
University of Kentucky, says 
killing millions of blackbirds 
“is likely, in the long run, to 
cause more problems than it 
solves.” 
He said the millions of birds 
eat large numbers of insects 
and they also feed on seeds, 
which checks the growth of 
weeds 
The National Audubon Society 
has not opposed killings of 
blackbirds 
in 
specific 
local 
situations where there were 
immediate threats to human 
health and safety. 
However, for the long run the 
society believes there are far 
better answers and is aiding in 
research to find them. 


Grain Interest Conflicts 
Tolerated For Many Years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
flict of interest links between 
grain companies and some of 
the private inspection agencies 
which grade their grain have

even indirect financial interests 
in the companies whose grain 
they inspect. 


But the report added, "Nei­ 
ther 
the 
(law) 
nor 
the 
regulations prohibit grain com­ 
panies 
or 
their 
officers 
or 
employes from having a direct 
or indirect financial or other 
interest in an official inspection 
agency.” 
"Also, boards of trade and 
other groups in which grain 
companies hold membership or 
influential 
positions 
can 
be 
designated as official inspection 
agencies. In such cases, con­ 
flicts 
of 
interest 
or 
the 
appearance of such conflicts 
are inherent and inevitable,” 
the GAO said. 
Ties between grain inspectors 
and the firms whose grain they 
check are frowned upon be­ 
cause of the importance of 
assuring impartial and accu­ 
rate grading of grain. Inaccu­ 
rate grades can produce profits 
for some and losses to other 
parties in the multibillion-dollar 
grain industry. 
Shortly before publication of 
the report, Agriculture Depart­ 
ment officials who are seeking 
to block congressional approval 
of a GAO-endorsed plan to 
substitute federal inspectors for 
most of the private inspection 
agencies, announced a set of 
proposed new anti-conflict regu­ 
lations. A department spokes­ 
man 
said 
while 
they 
still 
applied to inspection agencies 
rather than directly to grain 
companies, they would have the 
effect of eliminating 
major 
potential conflict cases. 
The GAO said it asked the 


Agriculture Department why 
actual 
or 
potential 
interest 
conflicts had been tolerated in 
the past. Officials said they 
were told the agency 
"had 
never tried to prohibit such 
arrangem ents (in which grain 
companies hold membership on 
boards running inspection agen­ 
cies) because the legislative 
history of the Grain Standards 
Act clearly showed that the 
Congress wanted to maintain 
private agencies in the inspec­ 
tion system .” 


As a result of past tolerance 
of such situations, the GAO said 
its investigators found cases 
like these: 
— Six of the seven members 
of an unnamed board of trade’s 
inspection committee, which set 
inspection fees, approved hi­ 
ring, and handled labor negotia­ 
tions for the board’s inspection 
agency, 
were 
officials 
or 
employes of grain firms served 
by the agency. 
— Seven grain firms were 
members of a (unnamed) grain 
exchange which was designated 
(by the Agriculture D epart­ 
ment) as an inspection agency. 


The agency served all seven 
firms. 
Also, the GAO said, internal 
Agriculture Department investi­ 
gations had 
disclosed other 
conflict cases 
including the 
following exam ples: 


— "Three inspection agencies 
were organized with the assist­ 
ance of loans of $10,000 to 
$30,000 from grain companies 
for whom inspections were to 
be conducted.” 


— "Expenditures by inspec­ 
tion agencies included enter­ 
tainment and 
gratuities for 
grain company personnel and 
USDA employes.” 


— "Also, a grain company 
disclosed to USDA and the 
Department of 
Justice 
that 
inspection agency personnel or 
USDA employes providing in­ 
spection 
services 
had 
been 
given gratuities including cash, 
liquor, meals, tickets to sport­ 
ing events and office parties...” 
The firm also said it paid an 
inspection agency $47,523 over 
IO years to buy back grain 
samples which legally belonged 
to the company to begin with.
